To  the  Citizens  of  Gilsum: 

The  Ball  field  and  Transfer  Station  have  taken  on  a  total 
transfoiTnation  and  now  look  a  whole  lot  better.  In  addition  to  being 
more  pleasing  to  the  eye,  some  safety  issues  have  been  resolved,  and 
the  Transfer  Station  is  now  fenced  m  to  meet  state  requirements. 
The  fencing  is  designed  to  keep  unauthorized  people  out,  while  to 
making  the  whole  area  look  better.  Also,  cement  pads  have  been 
poured  to  facilitate  the  loading  and  unloading  of  the  containers. 

The  Riverside  Street  and  Banks  Road  resurfacing  projects  were 
completed.  The  Highway  Department  was  able  replace  crushed 
gravel  stock  piles  as  well. 

The  voters  voted  last  March  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  split  the 
voting  times  and  the  Town  Meeting.  A  voluntary  survey  was 
conducted  last  March.  Based  on  the  survey  and  verbal  feedback,  the 
Selectmen  have  received  over  the  last  few  years,  the  polling  hours 
have  been  extended  by  one  hour.  They  now  close  at  the  same  time 
as  the  State  and  Federal  elections,  7  PM. 

This  year  we  are  going  to  tiy  town  meeting  on  Saturday  March  14,  at 
1 :00  PM.  The  time  and  date  of  this  dehberative  session  is 
deteiTnmed  by  the  Selectmen.  We  will  attempt  to  meet  the  desires  of 
the  majority  where  possible.  Please  give  us  your  input  for  next  year. 

As  you  are  well  aware,  our  total  tax  rate  this  past  November  went  up 
almost  21  %,  even  though  the  town's  portion  of  the  rate  went  down 
16  %  from  the  prior  year.  In  this  vei7  trying  economic  time,  we  are 
aware  that  some  people  in  town  are  having  a  very  hard  time  paying 
their  taxes.  Our  uncollected  taxes  more  than  doubled  what  they  were 
one  year  ago.  As  a  result,  the  Selectmen  and  Budget  committee  have 
made  evei-y  effort  to  present  to  you  a  budget  that  is  neutral.  To  do 
this,  in  spite  of  rising  costs,  several  cuts  have  been  made  of  items 
which  were  not  absolutely  essential.

Exempted  from  this  requirement  are:  (1)  structures  less  than 
100  square  feet  in  area  that  serve  as  an  accessory^  building  to  an 
existing  use:  (2)  repair  work  that  does  not  exceed  $2,000  of 
labor  and  material  where  the  building  is  neither  enlarged  or 
altered  and  the  purpose  for  which  the  building  is  used  is  not 
changed. 

Amendment  #  2:  To  delete  in  its  entirety  the  Ordinance  entitled 
"Town  of  Gilsum  Establishnient  of  Building  Regulations  and 
Authorization  of  a  Building  Inspector." 

EXPLANATION:  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  has  adopted  the 
International  Building  Code  by  reference  as  the  State  Building  Code

Librarian's  Report,  2008 

The  total  number  of  materials  borrowed  from  the  Gilsum  Public 
Library  for  the  year  2008  was  2444.  Of  this  total,  1279  were  aduh 
books,  722  were  children's  books,  336  were  magazines  and  107 
were  videos  and  CD's.  The  number  of  registered  borrowers  was 
264  adults  and  126  children  for  a  total  of  390  library  cardholders. 

There  have  been  240  books  added  to  our  shelves  this  year  and  1 53 
withdrawn  making  a  grand  total  of  10,316  cataloged  volumes. 
Most  of  these  books  were  new  purchases  although  some  were 
donations.  Many  thanks  go  to  all  who  contributed  money  or 
donated  books  to  the  library. 

In  addition  to  the  new  books  added,  we  have  approximately  150 
current  adult  books  rented  from  book  services.  We  subscribe  to  20 
magazines,  covering  a  variety  of  subjects.  We  have  an  excellent 
collection  of  children's  books  and  videos.  We  also  offer  large- 
print  books,  DVD's,  CD's,  audio  books  and  jigsaw  puzzles  to 
borrow. 

Home  Healthcare,  Hospice  and  Community  Services  offer  flu 
shots  in  the  month  of  October.  Other  services  for  the  community 
are  wireless  internet,  photocopying  service,  and  the  purchase  of 
Gilsum  village  history  maps,  local  area  mine  maps,  Gilsum 
postcards,  NH  Mine  and  Mineral  Books  and  the  reprinted  Gilsum 
History. 

This  year  we  held  our  tenth  annual  Summer  Reading  Challenge 
with  the  town  of  Sullivan.  Our  Gilsum  residents  read  a  total  of  528 
pounds  of  books.  It  wasn't  enough  to  beat  Sullivan,  though.  We 
lost  by  30  pounds.  So  we  presented  the  Sullivan  readers  with  the 
"coveted"  ice  cream  sundae  dish  trophy  at  our  ending  celebration. 
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The  Citizen  of  the  Year  Award,  which  is  sponsored  by  the  Gilsum 
Library,  was  presented  to  Steve  Ackerman  and  Ralph  Jemberg  this 
year  at  Old  Home  Day.   Congratulations  to  Steve  and  Ralph. 

The  Library  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  come  to  an 
agreement  as  to  how  to  proceed  on  the  building  expansion.     The 
plan  is  for  the  library  to  be  expanded  into  an  addition  to  the  current 
building  at  the  east  end  of  the  building.  Once  the  library  is 
completed  and  the  books  and  shelving  removed  from  the  current 
library  space,  the  town  offices  will  be  moved  into  that  space. 
Common  space  between  the  two  ends  of  the  building  will 
accommodate  two  handicap-accessible  bathrooms,  a  meeting  room 
and  a  kitchenette.  The  Library  Trustees  will  proceed  with  fund- 
raising  efforts  with  the  goal  of  getting  donations  that  will  cover  the 
majority  of  the  expense  for  the  addition.  An  architect  has  been 
hired  to  help  the  library  come  up  with  preliminary  plans  for  the 
addition  that  will,  in  part,  be  used  to  develop  a  fund-raising 
brochure.

MONOXIDE  PROBLEMS  THAT  COULD  DEVELOPE  BY  THE  USE  OF 
GENERATORS.  DURING  ONE  OF  THE  WELFARE  CHECKS  THAT  WE 
PERFORMED  AN  INDIVIDUAL  COMPLAINED  OF  A  HEADACHE  AND 
FEELING  SLEEPY.  A  CHECK  OF  THIS  INDIVIDUALS  FIOME,  USING  ONE  OF 
THE  DEPARTMENTS  TWO  CARBON  MONOXIDE  METERS,  INDICATED 
EXCESSIVE  AMOUNTS  OF  CO  IN  THE  HOUSE.  A  GENERATOR  THAT  WAS  IN 
USE  WAS  WITHIN  THREE  FEET  OF  THE  HOUSE  AND  NEAR  AN  OPENING  TO 
THE  CELLAR.  THE  IMPROPER  USE  OF  A  WOODSTOVE  MAY  ALSO 
PRODUCE  EXCESSIVE  LEVELS  OF  CARBON  MONOXIDE  IN  A  RESIDENCE. 
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CARBON  MONOXIDE  IS  AN  ODERLESS,  COLORLESS  POISON  GAS.  IT 
CANNOT  BE  DETECTED  WITHOUT  SPECIAL  EQUIPMENT.  IT  IS  PRODUCED 
WHEN  CARBON  BASED  FUELS,  WOOD,  OIL,  GASOLINE,  ARE  BURNED 
IMPROPERLY.  IF  YOU  HAVE  A  WOODSTOVE  IN  USE  IN  YOUR  HOME  AND 
WHEN  AT  HOME  YOU  DEVELOPE  A  HEADACHE,  FEEL  SLEEPY  OR  DIZZY 
AND  HAVE  OTHER  FLU  LIKE  SYMPTOMS  YOU  MAY  WANT  THE  FIRE 
DEPARTMENT  TO  CHECK  YOUR  RESIDENCE  FOR  CARBON  MONOXIDE. 
THIS  IS  ESPECIALLY  TRUE  IF  THESE  SYMPTOMS  ARE  DIMINISHED  WHEN 
YOU  ARE  AWAY  FROM  YOUR  HOME. 

IF  YOU  WOULD  LIKE  YOUR  HOME  CHECKED  AND  YOU  FEEL  THAT  IT  IS 
AN  EMERGENCY,  PLEASE  CALL  91 1.  IF  IT  IS  A  EMERGENCY,  A  CO 
MONITOR  SOUNDING,  PLEASE  EVACUATE  THE  BUILDING  BUT  DO  NOT 
ATTEMPT  TO  VENTILATE  THE  HOUSE.  VENTILATING  THE  BUILDING  WILL 
MAKE  IT  DIFFICULT  TO  FIND  THE  SOURCE  AND  THE  AMOUNT  OF  CO  IN 
THE  STRUCTURE.  THE  DEPARTMENT  WILL  VENTILATE  THE  STRUCTURE,
